This collection of Spiders from the Mentawi Islands, off thc 
west coast of Sumatra, made in the autunin of 1924 by Messrs. 
C. Boden Kloss, N. Sinedlcy and II. II. Karny,' comains more than 
300 spécimens of which -*80 can be detvnnincd with certaintv. They 
represent 9 famiites, with 37 généra and 50 species. Threc species 
are new, and of onc aoecies I am descrihing the male which had 
not hitherto beeu known. Species marked with an asterisk* had 
previously not l.ecn taken in the faunistic région of Sumatra.

The end of the femur or' the pedipnlps carries above a transverse 
row oi 4 spines, and not far behind a single, médian, somewhat 
longer spine. 'I he tibia of the pedipalps lias one spine on either 
side. On the patclla of the pedipalps therc proiect on either side 
2 ,i | teral spines, and above at the base, a long spine, and at the end 
a short, tlmi spine. The tarsus of the pedipalps bears 3 spines on 
either suie. Céphalothorax and mandiblcs are dark brown, witli 
white pubescence. Sternum and legs are dark r< d-brnwn, the pedi¬ 
palps liglit red-brown. The upper side of the abdomen is denscly 
covcred with a close, white silky pubescence and projccting short 
brown bristlcs; in the front liait thcrc is a dark ochreous médian 
bar, broader behind, and i» the posterior hait a médian row of 4 
dark ochreous A shapcd stripes. On the underside of the abdomen 
iliere is a grey-brown wcdge-shaped bar, going from the epigyne 
to the spmncrcts, which ou either side is bordered by a liglit ycllow 
hnc and encloses two rows of brown dots.

Siberut.

Eigfhteen species of the gémis Thclcticopis are known froni 
the Indiaii, Malaysia» and Papuan sub-regions. Of 4 species botli 
male and fcmale lmve been described, of 5 species onlv the male 
and of 9 species only the femalc. The descriptions of 77 /. luctuosà 
(Dol.) and of 7 h. moesta (Dol.) are inadéquate for the purpose of 
assigning a systematic position to those species. From t h.* spina- 
tion of the tibiîe \vc eau group those iS species into 5 sériés: 

(1) Underside of tibia I externally 4. internally s spines: Th. 
on chai cca (Sim.), from Sumatra and Bornéo. and Th. hcrculea 
Poe., from Ceylon. 

(2) Underside of tibia 1 willi 5 pairs of spines: Th. cnnescciis 
Sim., irom Burma Th. papmma Sim., from New Guincn and Vule, 
!h. celebcmna Mena», from Celcbes, Th. rubristernis Strand. 
from the A ru lslands. Th a fax Poe., from Ceylon, and Th. trora- 
moisis ( I hor.), from Goram.

(4) Underside of tibia I with 6 pairs of spines: Th. flavipes

sodinttifonms Strand, from liuiia. 

Th. Mossi be longs to the second séries. Th. caiicscws is 
distinguishcd by the blnck longitudinal linos of ils tibim and meta- 
tarsi, and / h. ruhnstentfs hy ils blood-red sternum. 77». afax lias 
at the lowcr margin of the fang-groove not 5 to 6, but 7 to 8 teeth 
I h. papuana shows ou the Upper side of rhe abdomcm a peculiar 
design : a hgl» médian bar with a row of hrown triangles in its 
poste norhalf. and on eitber side slantiiig zones of browu dots. 
Pmnlly, 77 /. Mossi ditfers from Th. celcbcsiana and Th. g oramoisis 
by the shape of ils epigyne. 

Th. karnyi belongs to the third séries, and is from Th. modesta 
renchly distinguishcd by the shape of the epigyne.

Of 1 
species both male and F inale hâve been described, of 2 species only 
the female, and of 1 species only the male. In li. papakula Strand 
from the Aru Islands, and in B. a nnamita Sim., from Annam, the 
abdomen is black m colour and lias in the former species two longi-.
